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I do have a suggestion , however, if you would care to - pass it along, one that I 
helieve is "safe” and avoids shat one who has to stand for re-election might regard 
as a danger or taint from these venomous files on me. (l will resptod to them fully 
whan 1 have received what is represnted as all of them.) Congress has the GfflO. If the 
SAG examines the records in my FOIA cases and computes Just the total waste of time and 
money it will he, I am confident, aa impressive example of extraordinary waste and of 
deliberate and political misuse of the Act in an, effort to persuade the Congress to 
modify it as I think it should not be modifies, %is also avoid for those who say be 
uneasy about the subject matter any seed to consider the subject matter, although I 
would surrender say ri^its to that material for any serious and thorough Congressional 
examination of it, something I do not expect, 

AH of this and much more were on my mind when I returned from an appearance at 
a email college in a conservative area of Wisconsin. What distinguishes my work from that 
of others who have attracted more attention is that mine focuses on the functioning and 
malfunctioning of the institutions of society, not on a whodunit, and is designed to 
provide a means of understanding of this if not of what I seek, rectification. People 
see this clearly, whatever their political beliefs. i eople are concerned about it 
regardless of their political beliefs. With what I show my audiences - and it is no 
longer Just what I tell them - it is no easy thing for me to respond without adding to 
pessimism oven though I attempt to encourage hope and da urge effort regardless of odds. 
The best 1 can hope to do and what I try to do is lead the young people to understand 
that if perfection is not a human state and our representative society fails to work 
as in theory it should its remains the best system of self kgpve mmen t yst devised 30 
it is worth the effort to try to sake it work better than it does if we fall sort of 
making it perform as in theory it should.

In the current news there is another illustration of how these dishonest personal 
dossiers and continuing official blindness to their meaning, although they arc of the 
past, have significance in the present and can have importance in the future. I aa not 
asking you about what filss cn ms the FBI gave your committee because you could regard 
this as information you cannot 1st me have. However, I can cite to ycu what they have 
gissn me and how it can be used in the current indictment of J.B. Stoner. Tide is the 
business of the A.lafeesfi. bombings. 

la 1969, when I read of a Justice indictment of some soldiers of fixture , 1 phoned 
the Criminal Si vision and offer® it access to files and interviews on tape that seemed to 
be relevant. I suggested that the resident FBI agent could go over them and take what 
he wanted. Instead Criminal asked me to go to Interbed Security, which I did, accompanied 
by Lil. In the course of the conversation I tola that lawyer what Stoner had Just told^f 
me, that those he had learned were FEE its informers tiled to entrap him into acts of 
violence. In those days I still believed that the government might care about what its 
informers did. lou may recall there tiien had not been exposure os tgeir acts. 

This appears in the FEE records as me combining with Stoner to defame the FEE. I 
was aghast when I saw this. I went to raj? files, withdrew relevant contemporaneous records, 
including shat had been seat to me after that visit by ISD, gad sent it to the? FBI. This 
was month ago. I await even acknowledgement of receipt. lou are a lawyer and can evaluate 
the possible consequences of this if Stoner subpoenass me and asks me to testify to this. 

I will have to say and prove that the FEE deliberately fabricated records that could not 
be more diametrically oppose the truth » and as it relates to ^ toner, too. So even if 
Stoner is guilty, a matter of which I have no knowledge, this kind of crookedness may- 
lead to his acquittal. 



%Ls added illustration of the corruption in those FBI files is, I think, quite 
relevant to what I believe i3 the infidelity of what was written to you over tbs signa- 
ture of Clarence ^11 ey: 

"In response to my inquiry en your behalf, the Bd s a atdoa Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has advised me that no other determination can be made in the 
documents either released or wirhhald, prior to an administrative appeal" under F Q'f a/ pa., 

^his is totally false. It also represents one of the built-in neans of non-cosapliance 
and of waste that will in tine be wept upon the Congress. 

First of all an honest administrator, given proof of the fabrication of records, 
would want to Bake an inquiry into that. This is something he can do without an administrative 
appeal. Secondly, I gave hin_ proof of the existence of records not provided and for which 
no right to withhold was claimed, fhis also requires no appeal. Bather than go on and on, 
as is possible , I die one more proof of falsehoods the unsearched, files can be searched. 

In time r will specify those unsearched files, but because the record persuades the 
appeal also will be ass enti ally me an i ng less I will reserve the specification of un- 
searched files for federal district court if I have to go there. This has. the advantage 
of making a record the FBI cannot suppress in perpetuity sad it gives some judge an 
opportunity to decide to take no sore of this endless abuse of the Act and the judges. 

If one judge ever does - if one of these people is ever punished - there may be 
a difference, a change.
